NO TIME TO RAISE PRICES 





In this issue we print an interesting 
communication from one of our sub- 
scribers giving a list of proprietary 
preparations which have been advanced 
on account of the War Stamp. We can- 
not but feel that these manufacturers 
are laboring under some misapprehen- 
sion for nearly all of the manufacturers 
are standing the expense of these stamps 
themselves. As we have pointed out on 
several occasions, Congress intended that 
these stamps should be the manufac- 
turers’ contribution to this war tax, and 
not pass the same along to the dealers 
or to consumers. 


We sincerely hope that these manu- 
facturers will decide to revise their 
prices and withdraw their advances on 
account of these stamps, and we are 
sure it will be very much to their ad- 
vantage to do this. But if they persist 
in the advance, the only thing for the 
druggist to do is to absolutely refuse to 
handle these goods, because the drug- 
gists cannot afford to pay this tax and 
It is impossible for them to pass it along 
to the consumer. 

In many foreign countries, particular- 
ly in Great Britain and France, where 
they have been accustomed for genera- 
tions to stamp taxes, they add on every 
invoice the expense of the stamp. But 
that is not the case in this country and 
to talk of passing this tax along to the 


For example, the stamp on a 25c ar- 
ticle is $c and is it possible for any 
druggist to ask his customer to pay 26c? 
If he did this, the customer would im- 
mediately accuse him of trying to make 
a profit on the stamps to say nothing 
about paying for the stamps. 

Business in this country is not run on 
any such picayune basis and if the 
manufacturer does not pay for these 
stamps the expense must come out of 
the dealer’s pockets. The dealers can- 
not afford to pay this tax and it is 
plainly up to each druggist to see that 
he does not pay it. 


TRADE WITH GERMANY 





If the report from Savannah of the 
sailing of the American steamship Ca- 
rolyn for Bremen laden with 5,000 bales 
of cotton is correct, the event may be 
said to mark as successful the nego- 
tiations of the State Denartment with 
the various powers for the resumption 
of trade in cnecific non-contraband com- 
modities and articles with Germany. 

The statement has been made that un- 
less some arrangement of this kind can 
be made, Germany will permit the ex- 
portation of no more chemicals and dye- 
stuffs to the United States. She is in 
very urgent need of cotton. Prices 
ranging from 14 to 21 cents have been 
offered within the last sixty days, while 
cotton in this market during the same 
time could be bought under 8 cents per 
pound. The voyage of the Carolyn can- 
not fail to attract the general attention. 

If the Allies permit her to reach Bre- 
men, discharge her cargo of cotton, and 
reload with a certain predetermined 
cargo to the United States all will be 
well. On the other hand if any mis- 
understanding should arise over the en- 
terprise, and Germany should enforce 
its embargo on drugs, chemicals and 
dyestuffs, not a little embarrassment to 
our drug and chemical trade would re- 
sult. 


DECEPTION’S PENALTIES 





A story comes from Paris of a phar- 
macist who had a regular customer for 
hair dye. He was a shop assistant until . 
recently. The pharmacist and his cus- 
tomer had not met since war was de- 
clared until the other day, when they 
encountered each other on the street. To 
the pharmacist’s observation: “I haven't 
seen you lately,” the former customer 
replied: “Nor are you likely to just 
now.” 


A later conversation revealed that the 
man was over fifty years of age, but 
only showing his age in his gray locks, 
dyed, through not mere vanity (though 
his customers were mostly ladies), but 
simply to appear as young as possible 
and thus keep his situation.

Editor, Weekly Drug Markets: 

Sir—The majority of manufacturers are 
treating the druggists fairly on the stamp 
tax. There are a few however, who are 
attempting to shift the burden to the re- 
tail druggist, and some few who are: en- 
deavoring to make a profit out of the 
stamps; the latter class, however, I am 
glad to say is very small, but they should 
not be overlooked. So far as our records 
show the following manufacturers are not 
allowing stamps for goods on hand Decem- 
ber 1, and are increasing the price of their 
goods to cover the cost of stamps: 

1. W. & B. Swedish Hair Powder 
advanced from $4.00 and $8.00 to 
$4.25 and $8.50. 

2. Philo Hay Specialty Company ad- 
vanced from $2.00, $4.00 and $8.00 to 
$2.08, $4.15 and $8.30. 

3. The Queen Chemical Company 
advanced the price of Queen Gray 
Hair Restorer from $4.00 and $7.50 
to $4.50 and $8.00. 

4, Ferd T. Hopkins & Son advanc- 
ed Gouraud’s Oriental Cream _ to 
cover the cost of the stamps. 

5 Mark W. Allen & Company ad- 
vanced the price of Mrs. Allen’s Hair 
Restorer to cover the cost of the 
stamps. 

6. The Giroux Mfg. Company ad- 
vanced the price of Parisian Sage to 
cover the cost of the stamps. 

7% The Wyeth Chemical Company 
advanced to cover the cost of the 
stamps, 

8. Scheffler’s Colorine 
cover cost of the stamps. 

9. The Borine Company advanced to 
cover cost of stamps. 

10. Mme. A. Ruppert advanced to 
cover cost of the stamps. 

11. Paul Westphal advanced price of 
Auxiliator to cover cost of the stamps. 

12. Knowlton Danderine Company 
advanced price Danderine to cover 
cost of stamps. 

13. Mrs. Gervaise Graham advanced 
goods, $4.00 to $4.20, $8.00 to $8.40 
and 12.00 to 12.60. 

14. M. Stein Cosmetic Company ad- 
vanced price to cover cost of stamps. 

15. Mrs. Potter’s Hair Stain ad- 
vanced from $2.00 to $2.10, $4.00 to 
$4.20, $6.00 to $6.30, $8.00 to $8.40 
and so on through the list. 

16. The Lyon Mfg. Company ad- 
vanced the price of Hagan’s Mag- 
nolia Balm and Lyon’s Kathairon to 
cover the cost of stamps.

The swan song of the manufacturers 
who are charging the stamp tax says: “We 
add the stamp tax to the jobber, the jobber 
to the retailer and the retailer to the con- 
sumer”. This sounds well, but it stops at 
the retailer. Certainly there can be no 
question about this in all cities where 
full prices prevail, as they do in a large 
proportion of the cities in the United 
States. 

We are aware of the increased cost of 
doing business; with the retailer it has in- 
creased in the last ten years from 18% 
20% to 25-28%, and in some instances 





as high as 30% and 35%. At the best 
there is only about 33% profit in $2.00, 
$4.00 and $8.00 preparations, and under 
the existing conditions there is no profit 
to the average retail druggist. The manu- 
facturer is the one who gets a profit from 
the sale of patent medicines. 

A number of those who have advanced 
prices say it is due largely to advance in 
prices since the European War, some claim- 
ing that many of the ingredients are im- 
ported. We know that there was con- 
siderable advance in some lines when the 
war began, but the reaction has come, and 
the reports from the market now give two 
declines to one advance, and in most in- 
stances former prices prevail, some lower. 

I believe that it is conceded the average 
25c. preparation does not cost more than 
50c. per dozen to make, allowing 50c. a 
dozen for advertising, giving more profit to 
the manufacturer than to the retailer who 
is handling it out over the counter a bottle 
at a time. 

We manufacture several toilet prepara- 
tions that have more or less sale in this 
section and we have allowed the wholesaler 
and retailer credit stamps for all goods 
on hand December 1, and expect to stamp 
our goods without any advance in price. 
I believe that all other manufacturers of 
preparations affected by this tax should 
do the same thing. The retail druggists 
can correct this if they will only make up 
their minds to act.

SOME STAMP TAX RULINGS 





Result of Effort by Representatives 
of the N. W. D. A. 





F. E. Holliday, general representative, 
and W. S. Crounse, Washington corres- 
pondent of the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association have been in consultation 
with officials of the Internal Revenue De- 
partment for the purpose of obtaining all 
possible information in connection with the 
administration of the War Revenue tax. 
Several decisions are contained in the As- 
sociation’s circular, dated December 15. 


The law requiring bills of lading to be 
stamped does not apply to local operators, 
or to the delivery of packages, baggage, 
and such like, within the limits of the 
same town or city. 

Talcum powder, witch hazel, bay rum, 
white vaseline, perfumed vaseline, and so- 
called blue-label vaseline are subjected to 
the tax. 

Marking with initials of stamps intended 
to be forwarded by manufacturing com- 
panies to cover stocks in the hands of re- 
tailers is permissible. 

A tax is required on bills of lading for 
export where there is an inland haul. 

The provision to regulate the stamping of 
display cards to which small articles are af- 
fixed in lieu of stamping each separate ar- 
ticle is intended to cover other display con- 
tainers in which other small articles are 
customarily displayed for sale and con- 
tained in the container until disposed of. 

Where witch hazel is bought in bulk for 
medicinal use and sold as toilet water, 
neither manufacturer nor jobber need pay 
the tax. The person receiving the goods 
and putting up the article for sale must 
pay it. 





BROKERS SALES STAMP TAX 





Collector Osborn’s Ruling Not a 
Satisfactory Solution 





The first expression from the Federal 
government regarding the objectionable 
stamp tax on all documents of sales made 
by brokers was received in this market on 
December 16 when E. A. Kellogg, manager 
of Bakers and Confectioners Co., No. 17 
Battery Place, was advised by Collector W. 
H. Osborn of Washington, that Treasury 
Order No. 2088 provided that a stamp is 
required only when a memorandum oi sale 
is sent to the buyer. 

Previously, under the loose wording of 
the clause in the war tax bill, brokers had 
feared that they were required to affix a 
ten cent stamp to the confirmatory note 
sent the seller, and the bill mailed to the 
buyer. However, the protest of the brokers 
is not aimed solely at the dime tax on 
sales memorandums to buyers or to sellers; 
rather it is to obtain a change in the rule 
which will make the affixing of a ten cent 
stamp on the entire order given by the 
buyer, sufficient. 

“Paid Under Protest” is the mark being 
placed on nearly all stamps used by brokers 
in this market. They do not expect to re- 
ceive any rebate, but merely wish to empha- 
size their objection to the law which will 
wipe them out of existence if enforced to 
the letter. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
advised New York brokers on Dec. 19, of 
Treasury Dept. Order No. 2088, passed on 
December 11, concerning the affixing of 
stamps to bills. In the interval of a week, 
brokers were forced for their own protec- 
tion, to place stamps on memorandums of 
sale to sellers as well as buyers. Just what 
held up the news of the decision for a 
whole week in Washington cannot be learn- 
ed. The ruling reads: 

“Tt will be noted that the law does not 
define the instrument taxed as a broker's 
note or memorandum, and so far as this 
office has been able to learn there is no 
definite instrument generally or commer- 
cially known as a ‘broker’s note or memo- 
randum.’ 

“This office is compelled therefore to ar- 
rive at the meaning of Congress from ex- 
trinsic services. 

“In Paragraph 1 of Schedule A it is 
provided that on the sale and delivery of 
stocks assigned in blank, the seller (usually 
a broker) must deliver to the buyer a bill 
or memorandum of such sale to which the 
stamps covering the transfer tax shall be 
affixed. Again, in paragraph 2, relating to 
goods sold on an exchange it is provided 
that the seller (a broker) must make and 
deliver to the buyer a bill, memorandum or 
other evidence of such sale, to which the 
stamps representing the tax on such sale (if 
made for future delivery) must be affixed. 

“The paragraph under consideration tax- 
es brokers’ notes or memoranda ‘not other- 
wise provided for in this act’ and the two 
instances noted are the only ones in which 
anything to which the term broker's note 
or memorandum could be applied, and it 
is believed that the term covers instruments 
of the same character as those more spe- 
cifically described in the paragraphs named. 

“Tt is therefore held that a ‘broker’s note 
or memorandum’ within the meaning of the 
act is any instrument or writing given by 
the seller, when a broker or person acting 
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as such, to the buyer of any goods or mer- 
chandise, stocks, bonds, exchanges, notes of 
hand, real estate or property of any kind 
or description evidencing or confirming the 
sale. 

“Except in the case of stocks sold and 
assigned in blank and merchandise sold on 
an exchange, there is no requirement in the 
jaw that such a note or memorandum be 
given the buyer, but if given it must bear 
the 10 cent stamp unless stamped at the 
appropriate rate covering sales of stock or 
merchandise. 

“It will be noted that it is the note or 
memorandum given to the buyer, and not 
to the person for whom the broker is acting 
in making the sale, which requires this 
stamp.” 

Several brokers in this market sent checks 
to Washington for $20, to cover war tax 
on the brokerage business. They received 
the checks back and were directed to make 
out new ones for $13.34, covering eight 
months, or up to the ending of the govern- 
ment’s fiscal year next June. 


STAMP TAX RULINGS 





Packer’s Tar Soap is Taxable— 
Some Exemptions 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
issues the following: 

Under Schedue B of the act of Congress, 
approved October 22, 1914, hair oils, po- 
mades, hair dressings, hair restoratives, hair 
dyes or any similar substances, are taxable. 
This is held to include tonics, stains, im- 
provers, bleachés, beautifiers, depilatories, 
brilliantines for hair and beard under what- 
soever name sold or known, whether li- 
quids or solids, and regardless of shape. 
Under this head are included soaps which 
are advertised and sold as hair restorers, 
improvers or beautifiers. 

The following list includes good exam- 
ples of such taxable manufactures :— 

Danderine; a grower. 

Seven Sutherland Sisters Corporation; a 
hair beautifier. 

Herpicide; a dressing. 

Kutico; a tonic and dressing. 

Hair Vigor; Ayer’s make. 

Hall’s Hair Renewer. 

Corollas Hair Tonic; a grower. 

Hirsutus; a grower (Baker’s). 

Hay’s Hair Health; dressing and invigo- 
rant. 

Wyeth’s Sage and Sulphur; a color or 
dye. 

Lyon’s Kathairon; a renewer and grower. 

Parisian Sage; a dressing. 

Walnutta; hair stain. 

C. Damchinsky’s Hair Dye. 

Mrs. Potter’s Walnut Hair Stain. 

Tricopherous; Barry’s; a restorer. 

Eau de Quinine; a dressing and tonic. 

Vaseline Hair Tonic; an oil or dressing. 

Palmolive Shampoo; arrests falling hair. 

Westphal’s Auxiliator; a dressing. 

Coke Dandruff Cure and Hair Tonic and 
Dressing. 

Colgate’s Quinol; a tonic and grower. 

Bandoline; a hair dressing. 

Arabian Egg Shampoo; a beautifier and 
grower. 

Canthrox; beautifier.

It may be that some such preparations 
have been held exempt by this office on in- 
complete information supplied, and if such 
be a fact the attention of this office should 
be called thereto. 

Simple soap shampoos for which no claims 
are made as beautifiers, restorers, improv- 
ers, dressings, etc., are held to be exempt. 
Changing of labels and literature will not 
be permitted to exempt such justly taxable 
manufactures. 

Ordinary shaving soaps, powders, pastes 
and creams are exempt, unless cosmetic vir- 
tues are claimed for them. 

Replying to an inquirer who personally 
submitted samples of soaps manufactured 
by him the Commissioner rules: 

It is held that your Woodbury’s facial 
soap and benzoin and almond lotion soap 
are justly taxable under said act. 

It may be stated for your information 
that such soaps as Packer's: tar, Resinol, 
Palmer’s skin success, Cuticura, palmolive, 
Pears’ glycerin, Nyals face cream soap and 
other highgrade soaps in the same class for 
which claims are made as cosmetics, skin 
and hair improvers and beautifiers, may be 
regarded as good examples of soaps taxable 
under the statute. Where claims are made 
by manufacturers of ordinary toilet and 
laundry soaps as to the cosmetic and beau- 
tifying effects of their soaps on the skin, 
hair, etc., the tax must be paid, or the 
labels and advertising be so modified as to 
justify placing them in the category with 
ordinary toilet or laundry soaps. 

Such medicated soaps as ichthyol, car- 
bolic, iodoform, sulphur, etc., are exempt, 
provided the medication is actual and bona 
fide and no claims are made for same as 
cosmetics and beautifiers of the skin or 
hair, or both. 

Ordinary laundry soaps, simple soap 
shampoos, liquid and solid, and tincture of 
green soap are exempt, provided, as above 
stated, no claims are made for same as 
cosmetics or -beautifiers of the skin and 
hair. 

Collectors, upon request, will sign vouch- 
ers presented evidencing the delivery of ad- 
hesive stamps. Railroads and all other 
common carriers must see that stamps are 
affixed to bills of lading when issued and 
cancelled when the bill of lading is delivered 
to the shipper. Cancellation by pen and 
ink and perforation with an ordinary hand 
punch is permissible. 


CONCESSION TO DRUGGISTS 





The New York City Board of Health has 
ruled that druggists may dispense, without 
prescription, brown mixture, Warburg’s 
tincture and Stokes’ expectorant. Prescrip- 
tions, however, must be had for compound 
syrup of white pine and Sun cholera mix- 
ture. 


EARTH AND CLAY BILL PASSED 





The bill (S. 2651) providing for the pur- 
chase and sale of certain lands containing 
Fuller’s earth, ball and other clays, and 
kaolin and kaolinite, has been passed by 





the House of Representatives. 





BRITISH INSURANCE ACT 





Administered in the Interest of Phy- 
Sicians, it is Charged 

A friend in a district situated in a coun- 
try where big towns are very scarce, writes 
me concerning the administration of the 
Insurance Act. He is neither a chemist nor 
a doctor, but he has opportunities of judg- 
ing from his contact with the insured per- 
sons. He says that, as a taxpayer, he has 
a grievance because of the present unjust 
and unsatisfactory arrangements for medi- 
cal service. Carelessness and perfunctori- 
ness characterise the prescribing of the 
doctors, while persons get medicine, treat- 
ment, and money who do not appear to be 
ill. When questioned, such people say: 
“Why shouldn’t I have some of Lloyd 
George’s money? Ain’t I paying for it?” 

There are genuine cases where the Act 
has been of the greatest benefit to poor 
people in dire need, but greater discrimina- 
tion should be shown in applying its pro- 
visions in other cases. There are impos- 
tors and malingerers in spite of the care ex- 
ercised by doctors. While the Insurance 
Act is all right in theory, it works through 
human agents, and human nature is bound 
to come into play. Doctors are only human. 
They want as many patients as they can 
get; they do not like to become unpopular 
by refusing the treatment that is asked for, 
and so the applicant is frequently given the 
benefit of the doubt. It rests with some 
authority to prove that the doctor is wrong, 
but local authorities do not like to offend 
the doctors or act in unneighborly ways. 

We shall never get impartiality and effi- 
ciency combined with true economy until a 
State medical service is instituted and men 
are appointed to treat insured persons who 
are entirely independent of local considera- 
tions. 

My friend concludes his letter by saying 
that he hears from local chemists that there 
is a prospect of their bills not being paid 
in full, and he compares this state of things 
with the fact that in other localities huge 
amounts of surplus funds are being dis- 
tributed amongst the doctors. “The whole 
thing at present,” he says, “seems to be 
conceived and administered in the interests 
of the medical profession.”—London Phar- 
maceutical Journal. 





SOLDIER’S ANESTHETIC 





Professor Schleich, whose name is asso- 
ciated with improvements in the methods 
of producing local anesthesia, recommends 
the use of a mixture of ethyl chloride, 2; 
chloroform, 4; and ether, 12; for auto- 
administration by the wounded soldier in 
the field. It is recommended that all troops 
going into action should carry a small bot- 
tle of this mixture. When severely wound- 
ed, the soldier saturates a piece of cotton- 
wool with the liquid, presses it to his 
mouth, and inhales deeply. Insensibility 
quickly supervenes. It is claimed that, be- 
ing no longer able to hold the wool to the 
face through unconsciousness, further ad- 
ministration of the anesthetic is impossible, 
and an overdose is thus avoided. When 
death supervenes, it is stated to be due to 
the wound and not to the anesthetic. It is 
pointed out that if the wounded man is on 
his back, the automatic removal of the an- 
esthetic pad may not occur—B. M. J, 
1914, 2, 639.

London Letter 


(Correspondence WEEKLY DruG MARKETS) 


Lonpon, Dec. 16., 1914.—Last week we 
were able to signalize that a beginning had 
been made, at a meeting in Manchester, in 
arousing the interests of all concerned in 
the rehabilitation of the aniline and che- 
mical industry in this country. In rapid 
succession meetings have been held for a 
like purpose at the Royal Society under the 
presidency of Lord Bryce and at the Phar- 
maceutical Society's Headquarters in Lon- 
don. If progress can be gauged by the en- 
thusiasm shown on each of these occasions 
the success of this projected national move- 
ment may be taken as already assured. 


Few nations enjoy the capacity of self- 
humiliation in public to a greater extent 
than the British and those who listened to 
the scathing reproaches served out to them 
by the principal speakers must have been 
highly entertained. The average American 
is not thus enthused into action but rather 
on being assured that “nothing succeeds 
like success.” Lord Moulton informed his 
hearers that he had had an opportunity of 
marking in detail those things in which 
England had allowed herself to be supplied 
in chemicals from Germany, and he was 
bound to say it was “a great national hu- 
miliation.” Further, that England had ab- 
stained almost entirely from attempting to 
reap the rich harvest that was opened to 
the industrial world by the advances in or- 
ganic chemistry. It is as well perhaps that 
we should be at times thus frankly told of 
our foibles but when persisted in it is a 
doubtful advertisement. We can but specu- 
late as to how certain eminent German 
professors would, in similar circumstances, 
have delivered themselves! 


Similar Conditions 

This question of a State-aided produc- 
tion of aniline colors and dyestuffs is al- 
ready on the tapis on your side and would 
appear to be held up for the moment main- 
ly by the difficulty which is also presented 
here—that of finding a means of securing 
an adequate return for capital invested, in 
the probable event of a trade war with 
Germany—when her production again be- 
comes normal. At none of the meetings 
referred to can we trace that any tangible 
Suggestion was made as to how this all im- 
Portant difficulty could be overcome. Pa- 
triotic sentiment in business is a plant of 
doubtful growth which may survive for 
only a short period after the war and it 
will be difficult to count upon the loyal 
support of a national undertaking when 
bribes in the shape of rebates or lower 











prices will assuredly be offered by the more 
experienced German combines. In other 
words—price tells. 

Something equivalent to a threat has al- 
ready been issued by the German Govern- 
ment to Switzerland that in event of her 
supplying Great Britain with dyestuffs all 
supplies of secondary products used as raw 
materials hitherto received from Germany, 
will be cut off. This further important step 
in the “freezing-out” process which is be- 
ing-meted out to the British dyeing and tex- 
tile industries—to its undoing, fortunately 
occurred just at the psychological moment 
to be of value in clinching the Government 
decision to co-operate in this national en- 
terprise. 

It is rumored that yet another project is 
under serious consideration—that of ex- 
tending the same facilities to the establish- 
ment of a separate corporation for the 
manufacture of chemical products not hith- 
erto turned out in this country but mainly 
imported from Germany. 


Looking to the Future 

From “a great national humiliation” point 
of view, it might be easily inferred by the 
uninformed that the chemical industry in 
this country was indeed at a very low ebb. 
A short visit, however, to the Intelligence 
Department of the Board of Trade would 
suffice not only to obtain proof to the con- 
trary, but ample testimony that last year's 
returns of many products in which this 
country takes an undisputed lead were of a 
record breaking character. And signs are 
not wanting that chemical manufacturers 
both in the United States and here have for 
the future a splendid lead which they will 
well know how to profit by to the full. 


London Markets 


(Correspondence WEEKLY DruG MARKETS) 


Lonpon, Dec. 16, 1914—-The near ap- 
proach of the end of the year has made 
itself felt in our home markets, but a fairly 
good undertone exists and export orders 
with conditions attached for shipment by 
special steamers with the attendant hustling 
keeps the market firm. In some instances 
higher prices are being asked by the more 
fortunate “second hands” than those quoted 
by the manufacturers who cannot deliver 
till well into the New Year. This is more 
particularly the case with Morphia and 
Codeia. Ipecacuanha and Emetine, Citric 
and Tartaric Acids, Sennas, Carbolic Acid 
and Ergot of Rye, for all of which the in- 
quiry is exceptionally active. 

Several of the neutral countries which 
have been acting as “honest brokers” in 
passing on over their frontiers produce ema- 
nating from the enemy are finding their 
own domestic stocks are being rapidly de- 
pleted in the rush and are now protecting 
themselves by proclamations against the ex- 
port of nearly all the continental special- 
ties which have been the cause of so much 
excitement since August last. Thus Italy 
besides safeguarding her own produce is 
now prohibiting the use of her ports to the 
Swiss, while Germany, France, Norway, 
Denmark and Holland are weekly adding 
numbers of articles to their “Index” and 
Sweden apparently wants to cap them all 
by issuing a list comprising almost every- 
thing in the Pharmacopoeia. 

The United Kingdom now bars to all 
destinations tanning extracts and prepara- 











tions. Apropos of this last and the difficul- 
ties felt of late in obtaining a sufficiency of 
tanning materials it is worth mentioning 
that the excellent Wattle-Bark can be easily 
obtained both in Australia and South Af- 
rica. East Africa may also be included as 
we have noticed several parcels arriving 
lately from that provenance. 

The Pacific and Atlantic being at last 
free from “Alabamas” West and East coast 
South American produce, pent up of late, 
will now be freely coming forward to our 
ports direct and will find good markets on 
arrival.

CarBoLic Acip 39/40°C dearer at 1s 4d 
per lb. 

Citric Acip out-sold till January Feb- 
ruary at 2s 6d per |b. 

Cop Liver Om Lofoten costs 92/6 to lay 
down excluding War Risk. This advance 
and strong market is owing to the general 
position; doubt as to whether there will be 
a catch this season, uncertainty of steamer 
freight and a rumor that the North Sea 
will be further restricted in area to navi- 
gation. All offers are subject to cable con- 
firmation. 

IpECACUANHA Rio has been in brisk de- 
mand at 15s lb. but this price might to-day 
be shaded. 

Oirs—Lemon is flat at 3s 7d. Orange 
slightly less firm at 6s and Bergamot 12s 6d. 

TarTARIC ACID is in steady demand and 
more difficult to arrange for forward posi- 
tions at 1s 5d. 

MENTHOL costs 11s 3d. 

Opium firm at 28s 6d for Turkey manu- 
facturing quality 11% and correspondingly 
higher for 111%4%. Salonica 32s spot. 

BALSAM PERU is arriving freely and 6s 
will buy unauthenticated quality. Direct 
shipment is now expected shortly after an 
interval. 

QUICKSILVER remains unchanged at £11 
5s per bottle. 


New York Markets 


Uneasiness at the growing warlike activ- 
ity in Italy, indicating that this power may 
be drawn into the European war.is mani- 
fest in the drug and chemical market. 

These fears have caused no actual price 
change, but are believed to be responsible 
for a firmer view on the part of holders of 
articles originating in Italy, and also for 
certain German commodities which have 
been shipped from Genoa for some months. 
Italy’s belligerency also would cause the 
closing of the Austrian port of Trieste 
again, no matter which side Italy elected 
to support. 

Apart from this feature, the only happen- 
ing of note in the market last week was 
the alleged discovery by manufacturers and 
importers of a scheme on the part of whole- 
salers and jobbers to take advantage of the 
holiday season and restock in various lines 
before the first of the year, when a buying 
movement is expected and when prices are 
sure to brace all along the line, and to show 
advances in many cases. 

It had practically been conceded through- 
out the trade that there would be no busi- 
ness at all in the ten days from Christmas 
to January 4, and none had been looked for. 
On Friday and Saturday last, however, and 
in the first half of this week, orders came in 
thick and fast, necessitating the recall of 
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employes by many concerns which had de- 
cided to give vacations for that period in 
many departments. A great number of em- 
ployes of the various drug and chemical 
houses in this city either went vacationless 
last summer, or were forced to do with a 
week end or so, because of the ructions 
which started at the end of July when hos- 
tilities began. Many of these persons had 
figured on, and had been ‘promised by 
their employers, a week or ten days respite 
in the holiday season. 

Sharp dealers in drugs and chemicals 
foreseeing that prices at this time are as 
low—and really lower—than they consist- 
ently could be kept in any kind of a pur- 
chasing market, decided to jump in and 
buy now, regardless of the fact that this 
season is considered sacred to stock taking. 
Certain manufacturers and importers esti- 
mated that several concerns had restocked 
in practically all lines since the middle of 
December. 

Despite the fact that the market was cog- 
nizant of the plan, it resulted in no ad- 
vances, as the buying movement was not 
really heavy enough to influence prices. It 
indicated, apparently, that big business is 
almost certain to follow the first of the 
year and that stocks in nearly all consum- 
ing hands are depleted. 

Again this week advances practically bal- 
ance declines. Not all of the altered quo- 
tations indicate activity in the articles 
mentioned either, as marks were changed 
arbitrarily in some cases, following either 
weakening or strengthening convictions on 
the part of holders. 

Further lists of embargoes have been pub- 
lished in the last week, that of Great Bri- 
tain embracing glycerin being the most 
notable. Complaint is heard here in the 
trade that the embargo lists are misleading 
and chaotic. 

Today practically winds up this week as 
did last Wednesday. Many of the leading 
men on the market arranged to take long 
week ends from the day before Christmas 
to the following Monday and then repeat 
the operation over. New Year’s. There will 
be little activity on Saturday, but real busi- 
ness is expected on Monday next. 

OpiuM—Another change is noted in a 
leading importer’s price on gum, it having 
been reduced to $9 in cases and $9.05 in 
jobbing lots. This is a reduction of 20c, 
and came at a time when all over the mar- 
ket there were reports that a rise was in 
sight. The powdered and granular grades 
continue to be offered at $11 and $11.50. 

This further reduction is taken to be a 
practical admission that there is a large 
supply of gum on hand in this market and 
that despite the closing of Turkish ports, 
there is enough in the United States to 
supply the country for a long time. Just 
what was available before the war broke 
out is not known, but imports since have 
been enormous, and right up to date, there 
have been large shipments received here. 
It is not known just how large the London 
stock is, but private advices from the other 
side indicate there is not so much Turkish 
there as many in this market had expected. 

Shipments of Turkish gum are _ being 
made from Piraeus, Greece, but the possi- 
bility of warfare between Greece and Tur- 
key does not settle the anxiety on that 
point. A large shipment of opium. gum 


was made to France last week, and Eng- 
land too recently withdrew a lot sent over 
Holders refused to 


here on consignment. 








part with it at $8.90 and it had scarcely 
left these shores when the quotation was 
advanced to $9.20. The present drop of 
20c followed. 

MorpPHINE—Nearly all American makers 
continue to offer the acetate, muriate and 
sulphate forms of morphine on the basis 
of $5 for fifty ounce lots and $5.05 for 25 
oz. lots, although one large manufacturer 
has advanced his article to $5.50 and $5.55. 
Domestic consumption continues light, with 
inquiries stronger, however. The export 
demand continues, much having been or- 
dered for shipment abroad by way of 
Canada in the last week. 

CopEINE—American manufacturers, with 
one exception, continue to offer alkaloid, 
muriate and nitrate forms of codeine at 
$6.45 in 25 oz. lots and at $6.50 in ten 
oz. lots. One leading maker is considerably 
above these prices, and remains firm at this 
position, although it is conceded that his 
competitors are obtaining a lion’s share of 
the export business. Domestic business is 
quiet. 

QuINninE—Abroad, quinine continues to 
assume a firmer tone, and prices have been 
advanced fractionally for several weeks. So 
far the only reflection here is shown in the 
firmer attitude of makers and the growing 
unwillingness to enter into large future con- 
tracts at prevailing quotations. One large 
maker has maintained the 3lc a 100 oz. 
mark while all the others are operating on 
a 26c basis. They made the five cent re- 
duction at the end of October, at which 
time the Java salts were offered much lower 
than they now are, and when the German 
product also was being offered at any price. 
The best of the German product now is ob- 
tainable in London at 1s 1d which is 1d 
and more above what it could be bought 
for a month ago. Outside lots of these 
salts have changed hands here recently at 
26@26Y%c and Java salts are based on a 
rock bottom figure of 26c. At the bark 
auction held on December 14 in Amster- 
dam, 78,814 kilos of Java bark carrying 
2,068 kilos of sulphate of quinine were of- 


fered. Only 16,404 kilos of bark were sold. 
at prices ranging from 19@5034 Dutch 
cents. 


MENTHOL—A ten cent reduction marks 
the week’s trading in menthol, which now is 
obtainable at $2.50@2.55. Keen competi- 
tion among New York dealers, and a par- 
tial depletion of spot stocks is responsible. 
Advices from Japan indicate the market 
there is as firm as ever and that several 
large shipments are on the way to this 
country. They are expected to arrive in 
time to replenish the market for the new 
year’s shopping and to prevent any material 
rise in price. 

CAMPHOR—Neither domestic nor foreign 
gum has “batted an eyelid” because of the 
placing of camphor on an embargo list by 
Great Britain. The former still is being 
offered at 44%4c in barrels, delivery within 
four months, and the latter down as low 
as 41%c. The embargo will not hinder 
shipments to the United States, but on the 
other hand is expected to weaken the situa- 
tion here further as it will tend to decrease 
the amounts sent to Holland, the Scandi- 
navian countries and Italy, where ship- 
ments have been sent apparently for re-ex- 
port to Germany. 

Tuymot—As high as $7 is being realized 
on thymol, and in some quarters small odd 
lots are being held at $8, which is ex- 
pected to be paid after the first of the year. 











There is only a moderate demand for ‘this 
antiseptic, but in cases where it is used it 
must be had, and substitutions cannot easily 
be made. So these users will find it neces- 
sary to pay any price. Stocks of thymol in 
the U. S. are very low and it is expected 
that unless some is released from Germany, 
it soon will be out entirely. 

GLYCERIN—Placing of glycerin on an em- 
bargo list has failed to create any intense 
interest in glycerin, as it did in camphor, 
The situation is easier here, and it is felt 
that permits can be secured by the U. §, 
for release of the French product now held 
in Marseilles and Bordeaux, providing it is 
guaranteed that none will be re-exported 
from this country. C. P. glycerin is ob- 
tainable in certain quarters at 22c, and a 
half cent higher in other places. The dyna- 
mite description is unchanged at 21@21%c, 
For the soap lye description, 144%@15c 
continues as the best price, and 16@16%4c 
for the saponification. 

Cop Liver Orr—Old goods can be picked 
up in job lots around this market at $20, 
but this is not expected to last and $21 is 
the lowest for real new spot goods. In 
many cases $22 is the inside price, and 
there is every indication that the firm tone 
to this article will be maintained. Business 
in cod liver oil has been quiet for ten days, 
but dealers anticipate a marked activity be- 
ginning Monday next. 

FuseL Om—Domestic producers quote 
$2.20@2.30 for crude fusel oil and up to 
$2.75 for the refined product, with $2.60 
the mark on amylacetate. Russian pro- 
ducers offer their product at $60@65 per 
100 kilos, but find few takers. Business is 
slack at this time, but holders of fusel oil 
have shown no tendency to shade prices 
even though the trade is holding off from 
buying as long as possible. ‘When the 
business does come it will be with a rush,” 
say the holders, and they are content to 
await such time and reap full benefits then. 

SILVER NiTRATE—At the middle of the 
week silver nitrate was down half a cent 
to a basis of 31%c in 500 oz. lots. 

Citric Acip—Domestic 
maintain the 55c quotation on crystals in 
barrels with 4c more asked on kegs; and 
the powdered variety commanding Yc on 
top of that. The citrates are offered on a 
basis of 66c for iron citrate, U. S. P., 63c 
for iron and ammonium citrate, iron phos- 
phate soluble and iron pyrophosphate, and 
56c for potassium citrate and 57c for 
sodium citrate. 

Carsotic Acip—Fifty-two cents a pound 
for crystals is the rock bottom mark at 
which phenol can be obtained in this mar- 
ket. Elsewhere in the United States it is 
held higher; in Chicago up to 60c being 
paid for it. Spot stocks here have not 
been added to appreciably for more than @ 
month, and importers say that difficulties 
in obtaining release permits from England 
are becoming greater every day. Private 
cables indicate that the English are having 
their own troubles in supplying the conti- 
nental field hospitals, and that Russia. is 
proving an enormous drain for hospital 
supplies. Heretofore both France and Rus- 
sia have relied largely on Germany for car- 
bolic acid. Just what the answer will be in 
this situation is hard to foresee, but one 
leading importer said last week he would 
stand on his opinion that phenol would 
command a dollar a pound before long. In 
all cases where other antiseptics could be 
substituted, they have been employed. 
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Lactic Acip—U. S. P. lactic acid is be- 
ing held firmly at 66@70c a pound, and is 
being moved rapidly. The demand for 
this articles has picked up appreciably in 
the last two weeks and the quotations 
given here represent a rise in price of Sc. 

TRAGACANTH GuM—Prices are unchang- 
ed in tragacanth this week, owing to limit- 
ed demand. There has been no replenish- 
ment of stocks in the last week and none is 
expected this week. A new basis of prices 
will be arranged next week, according to 
holders, who assert that with supplies cut 
off, they must rearrange their conditions to 
preserve what spots they have. 

ArABIC GUM—This gum practically has 
been withdrawn from the market tempora- 
rily, although there has been so little de- 
mand for it that its absence was not felt. 
The price list on this Turkish product will 
be changed next week for the January buy- 
ing season. 

EssENTIAL Orrs—Bergamot oil is obtain- 
able now at $3.70, although $3.75 is asked 
in some quarters still. This is the lowest 
mark noted on bergamot for some time and 
dealers here believe the bottom has not yet 
been reached. Lemon oil is practically un- 
changed at $1.10 and reports from Messina 
indicate there is a further weakening there 
following the failure of producers to obtain 
the Italian government’s help in forming a 
pool to await higher prices. West Indian 
orange sweet oil can be bought for $1.45, 
but $1.50 is the general price. The Mes- 
sina article is priced at $1.60 in one place, 
end can be obtained anywhere at $1.75. 
Ginger oil has been reduced to a $6 basis, 
but demand is light and little is being 
moved despite the concession. Increased 
prices on anise oil in the Chinese markets 
have failed to influence holders here who 
are glad to do business at $1.45. Following 
reduced prices on copaiba balsam, the oil 
has been marked down to a 90c basis, al- 
though $1 is asked in certain quarters. Ori- 
ganum oil is quiet at a range of 18@25c. 

IpecAc Root—Cartagena ipecac root is 
being held at $1.85@1.90 and offers of $2 
are being made on Rio root. The market 
has assumed a firmer tone recently, because 
of the depletion of spot stocks and the 
curtailed shipments. France and Russia 
are reported to be buying heavily in the 
South American market and to be receiving 
preference in shipments. 

SENEGA Root—Southwestern senega root 
commands 38@40c and Northwestern is 
45@50c. The demand for this root has 
abated sharply recently and above quota- 
tions represent slight concessions on the 
part of holders. 

SAFFRON FLOwERS—Spanish or Valencia 
flowers are marked at $11.50@12, but hold- 
ers note a less insistent demand which may 
cause them to further shade prices. The 
American flowers, from Mexico, are offered 
freely at 35@38c. 

LaureL LEAvES—These leaves are up %4c 
in price to a basis of 5@5'%4c following the 
seasonable demand noted and because of a 
shortage of stocks here. Any replenishment 
of spot is expected to send prices down 
again. 

Savory—A concession is noted by hold- 
ers of savory leaves. They now offer stock 
at 914@10c following the sharp break in 
demand which continued until several weeks 
ago. There are no large stocks held here, 
however, and any resumption of inquiry is 
likely to brace the market materially. 








BUCKTHORN BarkK—Holders of buckthorn 
bark ask 18@19c at this time and report 
they are unable to do business even at this 
price. Stocks have accumulated to some 
extent, and further reductions are expected 
unless the buying next week moves some 
of them. 

JUNIPER BERRIES—These berries main- 
tain a range of 3%4c to 4c for better grades. 
Holders have not made reductions, antici- 
pating better times in the new year. 

CANARY SEED—-The Smyrna description 
has been raised again in price to a basis of 
74%4@8c, the advance amounting to 3c. 
Stocks are rapidly becoming depleted des- 
pite increased marks, as the product comes 
from Turkey and supplies are shut off en- 
tirely. The South American seed is offered 
freely at 6%4c, the Dutch at 6c and the 
Spanish at 7c. 

CumM1IN—Malta and Morocco descriptions 
of cumin seed command from 1334@14\c, 
the newest increase being due to lack of 
supplies reaching this port and the advices 
received that none is expected to for time. 

Poppy SEED—Dutch and German poppy 
seed command 12@12%c and the Turkish 
from 11@12c. These price ranges indicate 
advances approximating 2c on all three 
grades. 

Curttres—Bright Japanese chillies are 
held firmly in this market at 19@20c, and 
the Mombasa are marked at 20@2I1c. Sup- 
plies are short and there is evidence of a 
further advance. 

PIMENTO—This spice ranges now from 
4@4\4c, its growing scarcity having caused 
the latest advance. 

NutMeEcs—Small sizes are held firmly at 
16@16'4c for the 75’s to 80’s. The grind- 
ing grade is not changed at 1414%4@15c. 

Japan Wax—A reduction in the size of 
spot stocks, and a stronger demand com- 
bined to send the price on Japan wax to 
10%4@11c a pound, an increase of 4c. 

3ARIUM CHLORIDE—So far the an- 
nouncement of barium chloride’s place of 
honor on the embargo list has produced no 
effect in its price, and it failed to rally 
from a $13 a ton decrease to a range of 
$53@$60 last week. 

Tartaric Acip—Crystals are being quot- 
ed in certain quarters as low as 4034c, with 
powdered 41c, following the competition 
among dealers. Cream of tartar is offered 
generally at 28c a pound. 

ARSENIC—Flagging demand and receipt 
of stocks, have combined to send arsenic 
down to a basis of 37c a pound. 

SALTPETRE—Government import figures 
on saltpetre show that in October last not 
a pound of the article was shipped into the 
United States although in the corresponding 
month last year 224,000 pounds came in. 
During the ten months to November 1, last, 
2,229,000 pounds were imported as com- 
pared with 9,316,000 pounds in ten months 
of 1913. The refined saltpetre market in 
this country is firm and unchanged at 7@8c 
a pound. 


FRANCE BUYING SUGAR HERE 





France recently has been a heavy buyer 
of refined sugar in this country. Last week 
agents for the French Government con- 
tracted for 600,000 tons in barrels and bags. 
The order was placed with the Federal Su- 
gar Refining Company, and caused a raise 
in the quotation for standard granulated by 
that company to 5.05 cents a pound, up 20 
points. 


HAVE A CARE, GLYCERIN! 





Britain’s Censor Will Get You if You 
Don’t Watch Out 





Nobody knows whether the latest British 
embargo list which includes glycerin pro- 
hibits the export of that article to the Uni- 
ted States except the Censor in Downing 
Street, London, and he won’t tell. 

Cable messages from this country to deal- 
ers and representatives in England have 
not been delivered, the censor refusing to 
permit their passage. 

A member of one of the leading glycerin 
importing firms of this city dug the em- 
bargo news out of seven pounds of assorted 
sections of Sunday newspapers and imme- 
diately took action. 

He despatched a cable message to his 
representatives in London asking whether 
the embargo meant that no glycerin could 
be shipped to this port. By Monday night 
he had received no reply to his cablegram. 
So he sent another message, requesting an 
answer to the first. To his second message 
he received response that the first had not 
been delivered. The matter was taken up 
with the British censor who then declared 
he would not pass the first cable, and re- 
fused to give reasons therefor. 

“No, we won’t advance the price just 
yet,” said the importer here. “We do not 
believe that England is going to stop the 
export of glycerin to the United States, 
any more than she stopped export of car- 
bolic acid to this country. All of the na- 
tions at war, including Germany, have 
made special concessions to America, and 
we firmly believe the same will be true of 
England in the matter of glycerin.” 

The announcement of an embargo against 
glycerin did not result in any rush on the 
part of consumers to lay in large stocks 
regardless of price. It was the very quie- 
tude of the situation that caused importers 
and dealers to leave the price unchanged. 

Glycerin alone is as harmless as an oyster 
fledgling. It is only when nitric acid is 
added with other ingredients that nitro- 
glycerin, “soup” as the yeggmen call it, re- 
sults. When ignited by percussion it ex- 
plodes with terrific violence, and hence is 
much used in blasting. From it are prepared 
dynamite, giant powder and a number of 
high explosives. The cheaper yellow grades 
of glycerin are used in making the explo- 
sive. 

The United States produces about 60% 
of the giycerin it consumes. Glycerin is 
obtained as a by-product in the manufac- 
ture of candles, etc., being released in the 
decomposition of the oil by the alkali or by 
heating the oil to the temperature of super- 
heated steam and subsequently distilling. 
Normally the production in the United 
States exceeds 60,000,000 pounds and about 
8,000 tons are imported each year from 
England and France. Germany, before the 
war, sent little glycerin to this country. 


OPIUM SAGS FURTHER 





As WEEKLY DruG MARKETS goes to 
press, the opium see-saw is down and $9 
is the quotation. Of course before this 


type is cold. it may be up again to $9.10 or 
may have sagged further. 

Lack of demand, failure of the buying 
element to realize the gravity of the opium 
situation, and further additions to spot 
stocks here all combined to send the price 





down. 
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MORPHINE AND CODEINE UP 





Insistent Inquiry from Abroad One 
Reason for the Advance 





Two leading derivatives of opium-mor- 
phine and codeine—have been advanced in 
price by a leading manufacturer. The 
increase on the first named is 25c an ounce. 
In the second instance, the new price is 
$7.25 an ounce in 10 ounce lots. 

These reversals in form have been looked 
for in the trade for several weeks, and are 
in line with the up and down actions of 
opium, which has been marked down a 
couple of times, then sent back to slightly 
above what it had been held at in the 
nrst instance. Keen competition among 
manufacturers here resulted in price cutting 
on morphine and codeine, and in view of 
the insistent inquiry from abroad, it was 
felt certain that the decline would not con- 
tinue indefinitely, even though large stocks 
are on hand here. 

For the acetate muriate and sulphate in 
50 ounce lots, morphine manufacturers are 
asking $5.55 an ounce in five ounce tins; 
$5.80 an ounce inclusive of the 4% ounce 
vials in 1 ounce boxes; and a ten cent 
advance on 25 ounce lots. 

Twenty-five cents was added to the price 
of diacetyl-morphine-hydro chloride, and 
morphine-ethyl-hydrochloride has been put 
up ten cents. 


BELLADONNA LEAVES HIGH 





Belladonna leaves are commanding as 
high as $1.75 in this market today in certain 
cases where there is a pressing demand. 
The embargo on the leaves by Germany 
caused a stiffening in the attitude of hold- 
ers. Added to that is the fact that the 
United States government last week barrei 
from entry a shipment of the leaves as they 
did not meet the required content of .35 
mydriatic alkaloids. Importers here had 
counted on this shipment relieving the pres- 
ent stress, and its loss has caused prices to 
be even firmer. The value of belladonna 
lies in its atropin content and it is con- 
tingent on this that the product is accepted 
as an import into this country. 


ESSENTIAL OILS ABUNDANT 





Exceptionally Large Crops in Italy 
and Restricted Markets 


Essential oils seem unable to rally from 
the descent into which they have been pre- 
cipitated and dealers are wondering just 
where the route will end. For three months 
nearly every week has shown a reduction 
in about every article. The Messina es- 
sences especially have been hit hard and 
although producers in Italy are making all 
sorts of threats, and announcing they will 
curtail shipments, nothing has been done. 
Reports have reached this country that a 
band of producers are endeavoring to ob- 
tain the financial help of the Italian gov- 
ernment to float a pool that they may car- 
ry stocks in the hope of realizing more on 
them at some later date. It is said the 
government has gene so far as to authorize 
banks to advance a certain percentage of 
the value of stocks, and this is based ab- 
surdly high. However, with the rest of the 


world shut off, as buying markets, Italy 
must look to the United States to sell her 
oils, and there seems no way of evading it. 





All crops and gathers this year have been 
exceptionally large and as a result the mar- 
ket has been flooded. Then shipments to 
this port have been enormous in the last 
four months and the stock has piled up. 
Added to this is the fact that many of these 
oils were bought up at fabulous prices in 
the panic. It is peculiar and inexplicable 
but true that Italian products, oils and 
acids—citric for instance—reaped the larg- 
est and most profitable harvest in the panic 
—and for no reason at all, as far as can be 
learned. 


PICRIC ACID FOR WAR 


Basic for Many Explosives and the 
Price Goes up 2Oc. 





Demand from abroad is given as the rea- 
son for the strength exhibited in picric 
acid, the price of which has advanced from 
55c to 75c. Many dealers in chemicals as- 
sert they would not be surprised to see pic- 
ric command a dollar within two months. 
It is a basic in many explosives. 

Nearly all countries make enough picric 
acid to satisfy their own demand, and for- 
merly it was unnecessary to import any 
into the United States, nor was it ever ex- 
ported. Since the war has attained its 
growth, however, the allies have been raking 
all neutral countries for war supplies. And 
they are drawing on the United States for 
picric acid to such an extent that the mar- 
ket has been upset. 

Dealers in picric acid, which is also 
known as trinitro-phenol, report that the 
domestic consumption is negligible; that it 
has fallen away to nothing since oversea 
competition sent the price soaring. Much 
picric is being shipped to Canada and sent 
across the Atlantic from there. In that 
way the destination is kept secret as the 
munitions of war are loaded on British 
government steamships. 


SUGAR MARKET FIRMER 





An Advance of Ten Points But a 
Similar Discount Allowed 





Technically, an advance of ten points 
was made in sugar on Tuesday night, plac- 
ing it on a $5.05 basis, but at the same 
time the increase was made, four of the 
five large dealers announced that all pur- 
chases would command a discount of ten 
points off list prices, thereby leaving the 
status of the market unchanged. 

This action follows a general stiffening 
of the market which has been manifest for 
the last week or more, and is the forerun- 
ner of an advance to the actual list price at 
a time when producers feel a trifle firmer 
in their views. There is general belief 
throughout the market that before January 
15, the $5.05 list price will be effective, 
and the ten point discount done away with. 

Resumption of the foreign buying move- 
ment already is being felt, according to 
report, and this in itself will be enough to 
brace the situation materially. 


SUGAR BEET SEED TIDINGS 





Sugar beet seed has been removed from 
the list of articles on which an embargo 
had been placed by the German govern- 
ment. This is greeted as the gladdest of 
glad tidings in this country. Fears had 
been expressed over the next season’s crop 
of sugar beets.

CARBOLIC ACID STILL SOARS 


Belief That It Will Sell For $1 
Before February 





Carbolic acid, 95@97% reached the 
zenith of its high flying career toward the 
close of last week when 60c a pound was 
paid for crystals in this market. The in- 
side price on that day was 55c and then 
only to old customers. It was hard to get 
even at 60c and caused many predictions 
that dollar carbolic will be a reality before 
February 1. 

Increased difficulty in obtaining release 
permits from England is advanced a. the 
sole reason for the increase in price, al- 
though reports from Chicago indicated that 
large packing houses there had withdrawn 
from the market stocks they had _ been 
offering at 52c. This tended to give added 
firmness to the holders and they soon 
marked it up here. 

Packers looted the market in November 
when aphthous fever was raging and they 
set in large supplies. It is used as a basis 
in the treatment and as a disinfectant. 
After the scourge had finally been stemmed, 
the packers found themselves still with 
large stocks. It was immediately offered 
on: sale, but little moved as it was quoted 
at top market figures. Apparently the 
packers have heeded the opinion of one 
large dealer here who expressed his belief 
that phenol would command a dollar before 
the worst is over. 


THYMOL NOW IS SCARCE 


Not much of it Used Here, but Price 
Advances 


Thymol today commands as high as $7, 
and even more, in this market and the situ- 
ation becomes more tense every day. Such 
a small amount of thymol is used in this 
country—in the world for that matter—that 
small sales and a spirited demand in only 
a small quarter, will influence the price. 

Even before the war thymol was scarce 
and high and commanded a fancy price; 
reaching as high as $5 on several occasions. 
As a source for thymol on a large scale, 
ajowan oil, from ajowan seeds, grown and 
largely used in India as an aromatic, is 
mostly employed. Thymol is also obtained 
from other volatile oils, and is principally 
manufactured or distilled in Germany. No 
ajowan seed or oil is being shipped to Ger- 
many now, and the thymol supplied to the 
trade is that made from old stocks on hand. 

Thymol resembles phenol in its action, 
but owing to its insolubility in the fluids of 
the body it is absorbed much more slowly; 
it is also less irritant to wounds, while its 
germicidal action is greater than that of 
phenol, though less than that of naphthol. 
It is extensively employed as an antiseptic 
in lotions and mouth washes, as a remedy 
for the treatment of various skin diseases, 
and as an anthelmintic for the expulsion 
of the hook worm, for which it is consid- 
ered by many as almost a specific. 

It is estimated there are not 200 pounds 
of thymol in the United States today. 
There have been a few small shipments 
from Germany via neutral countries since 
the war began. It is reported, however, 
that the stock is so short in the country of 
production, that no more will be sent over 
here. London has reported very low stocks 
of thymol. 
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BRITAIN’S NEW CONTRABANDS 





Sulphur and Glycerin added to the 
Absolute List 





Great Britain has transferred sulphur and 
glycerin from the conditional to the abso- 
lute contraband list, according to an an- 
nouncement just made by the British em- 
bassy in Washington. The embassy also 
announced a long list of metals, acids, etc., 
which are hereafter to be held absolute con- 
traband. With the exception in the change 
in the classification of sulphur and glycerin, 
the list on conditional contraband goods 
remains the same. 

Great Britain’s previous absolute list is 
maintained and the following added there- 
to: 

Ingredients of explosives, namely, nitric 
acid, glycerin, acetone, calcium acetate and 
all other metallic acetates, sulphur, potas- 
sium nitrate, fractions of distillation prod- 
ucts of coal tar between benzol and cresol 
inclusive, aniline methylaniline, dimethyla- 
niline, ammonium perchlorate, sodium per- 
chlorate, sodium chlorate, barium chlorate, 
ammonium nitrate, cyanamide, potassium 
chlorate, calcium nitrate and mercury. 

Resinous products, camphor and turpen- 
tine (oil and spirit), ferro alloys, including 
ferro tungsten, ferro molybdenum, ferro 
manganese, ferro vanadium, ferro chrome, 
tungsten, molybdenum, vanadium, selenium, 
cobalt and manganese. 

Wolframite scheelite, molybdenite, man- 
ganese ore, zinc ore, lead ore, bauxite, 
alumina and salts of aluminum, antimony, 
together with sulphides and oxides of anti- 
mony, copper, part wrought and copper 
wire and submarine sound signalling ap- 
paratus. 

Tires for motor vehicles and for cycles, 
together with articles or materials especially 
adapted for use in manufacture or repair of 
tires, rubber, including raw waste and re- 
claimed rubber and goods made wholly of 
rubber. 


CANADIAN FISHERIES BENEFIT 


Portugal to Admit Codfish without 
Discrimination 





Canadian and Newfoundland cod fish- 
eries will benefit at the expense of Nor- 
way, following renewed amicable trade re- 
lations between the British-American pos- 
session and Portugal, caused by England’s 
revivification of her old treaty with the 
Portuguese. 

Under the new conditions, the codfish 
from Canada and Newfoundland will not 
be discriminated against by the Portu- 
guese, who formerly have favored the Nor- 
wegian product, with a duty and with 
preference in business. 

In return for this courtesy and the 
renewal of big business relations, the 
Canadians and Newfoundland have 
agreed to the old terms set forth by Portu- 
gal when trouble started—that was, not 
to call any wine not originating in Portu- 
gal port wine. 

The Portuguese government held that 
real port wine must originate in that coun- 
try. When Canada labelled California and 
French wines as port, protest was made 
and not heeded. The same was true of 
Newfoundland. Last year 3,000 gallons 
of wine valued at $5,000 were imported 
into the latter colony. Exports of dry 


codfish from Newfoundland to Portugal 
amounted last year to 200,000 quintals, 
valued at $1,250,000. 


Heretofore a duty of 25@35c a quintal 
of 112 pounds was aimed by Portugal 
to protect the Norwegian fish. The 
Scandinavians thus were able to undersell 
the Newfoundland fishermen consistently. 
Danger of mines and warships is ex- 
pected to prove another stumbling block 
to a successful winter for Norse fisher- 
men, 


TURKISH OPIUM VIA PIRAEUS 





If Greece Goes to War the Route 
Will be Closed 





The steamship Themistocles has arrived 
at this port from Piraeus, Greece, with 79 
cases of Turkish opium in her hold. This 
shipment is the first since the Sultan 
entered the war, and is believed to be the 
forerunner of a regular schedule of 
shipping. 

Importers here were advised last week 
by cable from Piraeus that the Turkish pro- 
duct was arriving there and could find its 
way out without trouble. It is expected 
this will relieve the situation for a time, 
but an ugly menace confronts it. That 
is the apparent determination of Greece 
to enter the European struggle. Recent 
diplomatic advices have it that Greece and 
Roumania both will join sides with the 
allies and will attack Turkey. Such an 
act would bar movement of any Turkish 
product through Piraeus. 

Importers are taking heart from the 
tenacious way that Italy is clinging to its 
place “on the fence”, however, and hope 
Greece will take no action. 

All of the Themistocles’ gum was offered 
at $9.20 a pound in cases, five cents ad- 
vanced in jobbing lots. 


WHY CAMPHOR IS CONTRABAND 





3reat Britain Detected Resumption of 
Buying by Germany 





Great Britain has announced an embargo 
on camphor. Im the several days which 
have elapsed since this became known, there 
has been no activity in the gum and no 
change in price is expected as a result. 

The embargo is said to be aimed to pre- 
vent Germany restocking via neutral ports. 
It is reported that the British authorities 
were tempted to declare it contraband, as 
it is an essential part in the composition of 
smokeless powder. 

Apparently all of the warring countries 
had laid in huge stocks of camphor for 
their smokeless powder long before the war 
started. Although thousands of pounds of 
explosives are being detonated every day in 
the battle fields of France and Poland, 
there has been no active demand for cam- 
phor for four months. The price has de- 
creased steadily, from 59'%4c for the Ameri- 
can refined to 44%c and it still is weak 
there and is undersold from 2@3'%c by the 
Japanese refined gum. 

It is believed, however, the action of Bri- 
tain indicates that a resumption of buying 
by Germany has been detected and it is to 
put an end to this that the embargo has 
been declared. 

On Tuesday last, 2,142 barrels of refined 





camphor arrived on ‘he Pacific coast from 


Japan. The shipment is now in transit 
across the continent and its arrival here is 
expected to send prices for the foreign ar- 
ticle still lower. In fact it is rumored in 
this market that American refiners must 
make further concessions from the 44%4c 
basis if they wish to do any business. 

For a week or ten days preceding the 
arrival of this last large shipment of re- 
fined gum from Japan, that article has 
been traded in, in a light way as low as 
4ic, and any quantity was available at 42c. 

Cargoes of camphor for England and 
France are being shipped direct from Japan 
through the Panama canal. It is said that 
the Allied fleet now attempting to force the 
passage of the Dardanelles, is convoying 
merchantmen with huge amounts of cam- 
phor for the Russian army, whose supply is 
said to be greatly depleted. 


LARGER PEPPERMINT CROP 


Estimated Yield of 550,000 Pounds 
and a Better Quality 








A resume of the oil of peppermint situa- 
tion has been compiled bv Fritzsche Broth- 
ers. More than 3,600 acres is the increase 
in land devoted to the raising of the prod- 
uct this year over last. Distilling for this 
season was begun in the latter part of 
June, which is very early. 

The yield averaged about 30 pounds of 
oil an acre, the production being estimated 
at 550,000 to 600,000 pounds. The annual 
consumption of peppermint oil is about half 
of that. 

Before the new crop was marketed, stocks 
of old crop oil had become so depleted that 
up to $4.25 was commanded by the few 
holders. Since the new crop began to ap- 
pear there has been a gradual reduction, 
which even now is keeping up since the 
German and Austrian markets are shut off. 
The purchasing by Allied powers is far 
below normal. 

The superior quality of this year’s oil is 
ascribed to the fact that the producer has 
been able to get good prices for the last 
several years and has had the money to 
take care of his property and raise the pep- 
permint properly. 


DRUGS LOST AT SEA 





Quite a number of wholesale druggists 
and importers have been inconvenienced by 
the destruction by fire in the English Chan- 
nel of the Italian steamer Anna, bound 
from Marseilles to London with a general 
cargo, valued at about £80,000. We under- 
stand the cargo included between five and 
ten tons of gentian, five tons licorice root, 
200 bags fennel-seed, a ton of horehound, 
pennyroyal, and many other medicinal 
herbs, including celery-seed, thyme, stra- 
monium, and garlic; also lavender-flowers 
and a large quantity of French essential 
oils and fine chemicals. Owing to the lack of 
shipping facilities, the cargo had for some 
weeks been accumulating at Marseilles, and 
the buyers were eagerly looking forward to 
their supplies. We note that the Troilus, 
which was recently sunk by the Emden, 
had among her cargo 224 bales of Tinne- 
velly senna from Tuticorin for London; 
also (from Ceylon) 11,000 lb. cinnamon, 
2,000 cwt. cocoanut oil, 40,000 Ibs. rubber, 
300,000 Ibs. tea, 67,000 Ibs. desiccated co- 





coanut, etc—The Chemist and Druggist.
